raked up the top soil wnich vp.s leveled then by graders in. srcn a manner 
that it fomed slight slopes going from the middle of the road to both 
sides where ditches about l/2 meter wide and l/2 meter deep '.:ere dug up. 

Dump trucks brought in the gravel which wa.s leveled oy graaers to form 
5 cm, thick layers, smoothed then by rollers. The first .l.aver v^as Lopped 
vjith the second one of the same thickness; the second layer underwent the 
same operation. Afterv/ard, the fluidly bitum from the t;ink cars was m^ed 
on the road with gravel by rotating knives attached to graders. TniSfleveled 
then by graders, and the combination was left for shout one nnnth to cool off. 
After this period, the entire combination vra.s covered by a chin layer of 
bit'jm and sand. 


The roads made this way are of not very good quality, ana after one or one 
and a half shears (sooner when the small size gravel is used) most of them 
develop holes ’which must be patched with already mixed gravel - bitum com- 
bination, In hot weather the road surface gets soft to the extent that 
automobile tire marks are visible.

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Alcohol Distillery "EMIRDV" in Derbent, Dagestan^ ASSR 50X1 -HUM 


1, The Alcohol Distillery and Wine Producing Plant of Derbent "EMUtDV” is 
situated in the southern part of the town. Director was Anver RASULOVj 
Chief of Production was Zako ISAIEVICHj Foreman was Beslara BASEVj Chief 
Engineer was Ivan Zakharovich (LNU) , Facilities include the juice extracting 
shop, alcohol distillery, two warehouses for storing barrels with alcohol 
and winej laboratory, boiler room, barrel making shop. 

2, White and red grapes are brought to the shop where they are pressed and juice 
is extracted. Juice of different purity is then punped into tanks or con- 
tainers which are located in the warehouse. Residue, after being kept for 
about one month is taken into the distillery shop and alcohol of various 
strengths (iiO, 90, 9 %) is produced,

3, Distillery employs about 60 people, working in two shifts during the grape 
gathering season. The rest of the year one shift of about 20 people is 
enployed. Average wages were 500 Rubles per month, during the season. 
Entrance passes with photo were issued to workers for identification. 
Grounds were guarded diiring the night hours by armed watchmen.
